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Parker County's Past

I. EARLY HISTORY 


In the mid-nineteenth century began the settlement of 
one of Texas’ most historical and colorful frontier regions. 
Soon after Texas had become a state of the United States, men 
and women were attracted to its varied soil and land. This 
frontier area became known as Parker County. It consists of 
576,000 acres lying within the lands called the Grand Prairie 
and the Cross Timbers and having a variety of soils, from the 
“Brazos red loam” to the “black-waxy” of the eastern and 
southeastern parts of the county. Going more deeply than the 
surface, geological survey show such things as the Texana 
limestone and Paluxy sand. 


The pioneers looked for water, and many water courses 
were to be found in this interesting territory. The Brazos 
River flows through a portion of the county, and there are 
about seventeen tributaries of this river and of the Trinity. 
A high ridge forms a divide between the water of these two 
great streams, numerous creeks flow either toward one or the 
other, and there are countless springs . . . many of which 
head some of the creeks. 


Because of the water, the pariries grass, the timber, the 
native stone, and the rich soil, this area has been called an 
“Oasis” in western Texas, and naturally it attracted settlers. .. 
not adventurers... but those who came to stay. 


Before the American settlers, this oasis knew only the 
roving bands of Indians and the moving herds of buffalo, 
and other wild animals such as the deer and bear. It was prob- 
ably first visited by early Spanish explorers. No attempt was 
made by the Spanish or Mexicans to colonize the area. A 
portion of it was included, however, in the Austin and Will- 
iams grant in the day of empresarios, and yet there was no 
effort to plant a colony here so far from civilization. 
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After Texas became a part of the Union, military posts 
were established such as Fort Belknap in Young County in 
1851, and the troops, though few and scattered widely, gave 
some sense of security. For two other reasons settlement in 
this section was promoted; first, talk of the railroad to the 
Pacific through the area, and secondly, the passage of the 
Kansas-Nebraska Act which caused people to avoid that great 
midwestern frontier because of the struggle over slavery. 


The early homesteaders came into Parker County in three 
principal ways. They came up the numerous Indian trails 
along the Brazos. John Patrick was surveying these lands as 
early as 1851, and surveyed the Caldwell tract. By 1854 this 
area of the Brazos River was beginning to be fairly thickly 
populated. 


In a second way. the pioneers came into the county from 
the east... from Tarrant, Denton, and Collin Counties. Ma- 
laria and fever in East Texas were killing the Negroes and a 
few planters and many small farmers moved onward. 


The greatest of all early day migrations came in the late 
fifties when the Butterfield Mail Route was established across 
northern and western Texas. Tratfic was deviated from Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee, Missouri, Iowa, Arkansas, and other states 
down the Texas Road, crossing Red River and fanning out over 
the prairies to include this area. 


These earliest settlers cleared their land, built their first 
homes, and tilled their acres... but they also wanted law and 
their own government. 


Il. ORGANIZATION OF THE COUNTY & COUNTY SEAT 


In a very short time the people of these inviting hills and 
valleys in the western part of what was then Tarrant Territory 
presented a petition for the creation of a county of their own. 
Some two hundred and twenty-four names were signed to 
this document, and it was presented by Representative Parker 
of the Tarrant district, then resident of Birdville, to the state 
legislature on November 8, 1855. : 


The bill was passed in the House of Representatives with 
the name of the county changed from “Bedford” to “Parker,” 
and that of the county seat from “Covington” to “Parkersburg” 
and then to “Lovejoy.” In the Senate “Kickapoo” was sug- 
gested as the name of the county, and “Weatherford” for the 
seat of government, but the final decision gave to the county 
the name of Parker for the Representative who presented the 
petition, and named the county seat for the Senator of this 
district, Jefferson Weatherford of Dallas. 
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The measure was approved on December 12, 1855, and 
provided that Parker County should include all the territory to 
the extent of a square thirty miles in each direction, with 
Tarrant (created in 1849) and Johnson (formed in 1854) Coun- 
ties as the eastern and southern boundaries. This law also 
provided for the choosing of a site for the county seat, and, 
what was very unusual, provided not only for the land but 
allocated some of that land to be used for schools, churches, 
and such institutions for a model community. | 


Early in 1856 Parker County was laid out by Llewelyn 
Murphy, surveyor. The site for the county seat had to be 
chosen after county officials were elected. The first county 
election was held on March 2, 1856, for county officers under 
the direction of Chief Justice James T. Morehead of Tarrant 
County. Robert Porter, a resident of Grindstone Creek, was 
elected first Chief Justice. John H. Prince was chosen county 
clerk; Joshua Barker, sheriff; John Parker (a kinsman of 
Isaac), William B. Hays, Hill Walker, and James Kidwell, 
county commissioners. These men served only a short time 
because the regular state election took place in August. At 
that time John Matlock became Chief Justice; Wiliam M. 
Green, district clerk; Samuel Barber, treasurer; Robert Baker, 
sheriff; and John Parker, W. B. Fondren, James Kidwell, and 
Hill Walker, county commissioners. Mr. Walker moved away 
and A. B, Smith took his place. . 


The earlier judge and commissioners had set about select- 
ing “three eligible sites not exceeding three miles from the 
center of said county” for Weatherford. The spots chosen 
were: the present location which is three-fourths of a mile 
southeast of the center; the Lorenzo D. Skidmore place be- 
tween Pennell Prairie and the Clear Fork divide north of the 
center; and the Levi Kidwell place which was two and one- 
fourth miles northwest of the center. An election was then 
held in April and a majority vote favored the present site for 
the seat of county government. At the time of the election 
there were only one cabin and one tent within one mile of the 
courthouse square. Following the election and survey, a sale 
of lots was held on June 24, 1856, and $9,700 was paid for them. 
A space of five hundred feet square was reserved in the center 
for a courthouse. In that space the sale had taken place. A 
second sale was held in August, and by September eight 
families were living in Weatherford. The town was incorporat- 
ed in 1858 with a town council to be composed of a mayor and 
four aldermen. 
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The ordinances of 1858 serve to illustrate the frontier char- 
acter of this little village. One ordinance prohibited any person 
' from cutting down or carrying away timber from the public 
square or from any of the streets. The four. principal streets, 
one hundred feet wide, were laid out neatly and called East, 
West, North, and South Main Streets. All fencing in “the 
square, and there were no wire fences then, was permitted to 
remain until the end of the year. 


County business had begun, however, before the county 
seat was laid out. The spring term of the district court of 1856 
~ was the first court held in Parker County. Judge Nathaniel 
Burford presided. It was held on the J. J. Beeman Survey 
about five miles of Weatherford on Beeman’s Branch, a prong 
of Willow Creek. The court “sat” under a post oak tree near 
the Fort Worth and Belknap road. On the place was a house 
of the “dugout” type, a well, anda “stage-stand” corral. It was 
known at the time as “Fort Beeman”; it was a stopping and 
camping place for the freighters who carried supplies: to Ft. 
Belknap and other western porn 


Such a novel seuss Ratna could not continue; 
therefore, the county commissioners had the first courthouse 
erected on the north side of the square. It was built of rough 
undressed pine lumber, which was hauled by ox teams from 
Red River County. This house was one story and one room, 
18 by 30 feet, with rough lumber seats and the judge’s stand 
of the same material It was finished in time for the second 
district court in the county. 


In 1858 a new brick courthouse was constructed in the 
square by J. R. Campbell and B. L. Richey, a two-story build- 
ing 40 by 50 feet. Bricks were made in Weatherford by the 
contractors, and the cost of the courthouse was $6,700. A dance 
lasting until early morning celebrated its opening. A jail was 
erected and attached to the courthouse by Messrs. Phelps and 
White. A letter written by a visitor to Weatherford in 1858 
expressed the opinion that the plan for the new courthouse 
was “in very bad taste,” but he also wrote that the county 
seat was well laid out and ‘will be one of the prettiest towns 
in Texas.” Whether architecturally in good taste or not, this 
courthouse did not last. It, with most ‘of ‘the records, was 
destroyed by fire in the early morning of May 13, 1874. Wea- 
therford’s fire fighting equipment consisted of a few buckets 
and three ladders and very little could be done. — 
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After the fire of 1874, the court leased Leach and Milam’s 
Hall for a courtroom, and an adjoining place was rented for. 
the county officials. On June 24, 1878, the cornerstone was 
laid for a third courthouse. This, like the second, burned! The 
fire occurred on June 1, 1884, and in only eight days a contract © 


was let for a new building. The present stone structure, the 
fourth courthouse, was built at a cost of $55,555.55. 


Ill. EARLY INDUSTRIES AND EARLY COMMUNITIES 


For the most part, the people who had formed the County 
were farmers and stockmen. Records show that wheat was 
grown and became an important crop in the Fifties. According 
to actual account the wheat yield in 1857 in Parker County 
and nine neighboring counties, although they were sparsely 
settled, was two million bushels. It continued to be an im- 
portant crop for some time and mills were established. A letter 
from Weatherford dated September 15, 1858, relates the fact 
that the Weatherford Steam Mill (Carter and Mulkins) was 
soon to be opened and would be the largest flouring mill in 
the state. The mill was put into operation in September of 
that year. J. H. Baker, in his Diary, tells of seeing “fine wheat - 
fields” in 1858. Corn, oats, and other products were also grown. 


A visitor to the Parker County Fair of 1860 describes it in 
detail. Articles on exhibit were cabbages, beets, sweet pota- 
toes, melons, pumpkins (one weighing fifty pounds), butter, 
jeans cloth, bedspreads, embroidery, and other handiwork of 
the men and women. 


Another letter of 1858 tells of seeing the coal formations 
on Rock Creek below the mouth of Keechi Creek. Such obser- 
vations led to the later coal mines which existed in that region. 
These coal mines were operated from about 1900 to 1910. 


Of further agricultural products, cotton was introduced on 
somewhat of an extensive scale at a later date. Cotton gins 
were built and operated from many years. At one time there 
were about 55 gins in the county. At a still later date, the 
county became famous for its watermelons. 
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As the county produced and constructed stores, mills, and 
gins, communities grew up. The early farmer had built homes 
that were extremely crude; for the most part they were one- 
room log cabins with only one opening ... no windows and no 
floors. Such a one-room cabin served sometimes as a home 
for a large family, as a tavern, and as a place of worship. 
Supplies had to be brought from Houston or Jefferson on the 
Red River, and were usually sadly lacking. At the site of many 
of these homes, communities were formed. By 1857 the follow- 
ing post offices existed in the county: Ashville, Copper Hill, 
Cream Level (the name of which changed to Veal’s Station), 
Newburg, and Weatherford. | 


Early and later Parker communities listed alphabetically 
instead of chronologically are as follows: 


Adell, twelve miles northwest of Weatherford, was first 
called Fondren’s Store for J. R. Fondren, who built a small 
grocery store there in 1889. In March, 1890, B. B. Barton moved 
to the community, put in another store and petitioned for a 
post office. The name Adell was suggested to Mr. Barton for 
the post office to honor the daughter of Alex Sanger. 


Advance, about fifteen miles northwest of Weatherford, 
was established in 1894 by the B. B. Barton family. 


Agnes, in extreme northern Parker County, was known as 
Barnard’s Store from 1877 to 1879 because the first store was 
owned by B. Barnard The post office, established on July 7, 
1879, was named for Agnes Mull, the daughter of a pioneer 
physician. “Arkansaw” Johnson, member of the Sam Bass 
Gang, was killed near here | 


Aledo, in the eastern part of the county, was established 
in 1879, when the Texas and Pacific Railroad was extended 
from Fort Worth to Weatherford. The first name, Parker’s 
Station, caused confusion because mail meant for that post 
office was sent to the county seat. When the Post Office 
Department asked for a change in name, an engineer on the 
railroad suggested the name of his hometown, Aledo, Illinois. 


Anneta, in the eastern part of the county, on the Texas 
and Pacific Railroad, was named for Aneta Frazer, whose 
father (A. B. Frazer) had a store near there in 1875. A post 
office had been established by 1890 when the village had three 
churches and a school. | 


Ashville, in an early day, was a small community in north- 
east Parker County. 
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Authon, a farming community about twelve miles north- 
west of Weatherford. When application was made for a post 
office about 1879, the name Arthur was suggested, but postal 
authorities decided on Authon. G. W. Barham’s store was for 
many years the center of the community. It is located on 
the Weatherford Graham Road. 


Baker. The school located here was named for Joe Baker. 
The Baker family lived there as early as the War between the 
States. 


Balch an early day community established about 1858, 
had a saw mill, later a gin, a store, was named for Ed Balch, 
Weatherford Postmaster. 


Ballew Spring (Ballou). A noted spring in north Parker 
County. It took its name from E. C. Ballou. It was on the Fort 
Belknap — Fort Graham Road. 


Bear Creek post office appears in Hansford Almanac for 
1880. 


Bellingerville — Weatherford “Democrat” of May 2, 1895 
names it as a little village situated on the Poolville-Whitt road. 


Bennett — (See Lakota) 


Brock — A farming community about eleven miles south- 
west of the county seat, was settled about 1876 when James M. 
Maddux built a log house. (Known as Olive Branch.) In 1880 
a cotton gin and gristmill were built by Willie Brannon and 
Henry Brock. The post office was established in 1892. | 


Brannon — Post office first known as Sam for S. W. T. 
Lanham, Congressman. W. R. Brannon had a store there at 
Brazos Crossing. 


Buckner — south of the Brazos in the county, was named 
for J. M. Buckner, who, with his son, was drowned in the 
Brazos about 1878. A gin and mill were in operation there 
when a post office was set up in 1881. 


Cartersville — Post village in north part of county. Estab- 
lished by Henry C. Vardy and W. Frank Carter. Post office 
established in 1867 with Vardy as postmaster — changed in 
Carter in 1888, discontinued in 1907. 


Copper Hill — An early day store on the Fort Belknap — 
Fort Worth Road with William Fondren as Postmaster, a mile 
west of Authon. 
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Cougar — school and community on the Brazos River. 
Delphi — in one of the almanacs as a post office in 1859. 


Dennis — on the Brazos River, in the southwestern part 
of the county eighteen miles southwest of Weatherford, was 
established by Judge N. M. Dennis. The village began with the 
building of a bridge across the Brazos in 1892. J. A. Rentz 
operated a cotton gin, and a post office was secured for the 
village. | 


Dicey — about eight miles northeast of the county. seat, 
was first called Power for Parson Power, an early settler. The 
name was changed to Dicey to honor the wife of another 
pioneer, W. G. Puryear. 


Earls — On T. & p. Rallway was once a telegraph station 
and shipping point for materials for the Knights of wainias 
Home. 


Garner — about fourteen miles west of the county seat 
on the Weatherford, Mineral Wells, and Northwestern Rail- 
road, was settled about 1890 when the railroad was construct- 
ed. It was named for Ab Bumgarner, a gin operator. A post 
office was secured, and it was a thriving farm center for a 
time. J. R. Barrett established the first store. 


Hiner — named for James Hiner, had a store, post office 
(discontinued in 1896), Methodist and Cumberland Presbyter- 
ian Church. 


Lakota — Bennett was first known as Lakota. The name 
was of Indian origin and had been applied to landmarks before 
the community grew up around the Acme Brick Company, 
established in 1890 by George E. Bennett, whose name was 
then given to the location. 


Lambert — a community at a switch of the Texas and 
Pacific Railroad west of Weatherford, named for a man who 
contracted to build one mile of the railroad through the sec- 
tion in 1880. The community had a school called Fox in honor 
of a pioneer family. 


Lone Star — A Church one mile from Post Oak school 
house. 
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-Millsap-—~A frontier settlement which grew up around 
the home of Fuller Millsap on Rock Creek about 14 miles west 
of the county seat. Ben Porter owned one of the stores in the 
community which was located on the stage line from Palo 
Pinto to Weatherford and was the scene of many Indian raids. 
The post office was moved to the railroad when the T. & P. 
was extended through the section in 1880. 


Parsons — is a switch and loading station on the Santa 
Fe railroad branch. It was named for Parsons family on whose 
land it was built. © 


Peaster — in the northwestern part of the county, was 
called Freemont when the post office was established in 1883. 
In 1885 the name was changed to Peasterville for H. H. Peaster 
who built the first house in the community in 1882. The suffix 
was later dropped. Peaster Institute was established there for 
a time. +) Th 


Pleasant Hill — An active community in 1896 west of 
Adell. Jim and R. Grable lived there. 


~ Poolville — in northwestern part of the county, derived 
its name from a lake called the Big Pool east of the present 
town. The lake was filled in after land was cultivated. This 
was a favorite watering place for cattle driven through the 
country. 


Post Oak — three miles west of Poolville on Whitt road — 
teacher residence called Parsonage. 


Us res community in eastern part of county. 1896. 


Red Mud — in the west part of county — called Holder’s 
Chapel (Church) in Debusk School District. Red mud was 
daubed in the chinks of the double log school. 


Reno — in the northeastern part of county, was founded 
about 1860. Fourth class post office 1890. 


Rock Creek — once a booming mining town, was named 
for the creek on which it was located. A coal mine was operat- 
ed at the site from 1900 to 1910 when the town had 1500 in- 
habitants. Camp Wolters extended over the lengthy old min- 
ing shafts. 


Soda Springs — Church and school near a crossing on 
Brazos River. 
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Springtown — 17 miles northeast of the county seat is the 
second largest town in the county. Captain Joseph Ward of 
New Jersey settled on the site in 1856 and in 1859 laid out the 
town, then called Littletonville or Littleton’s Springs for a 
pioneer family. A petition adopted in the middle 1870’s chang- 
ed the name to Springtown because of the springs which then 
flowed on the creek bank south of the square. The post office 
was established in 1875, the town was incorporated in 1884. 
College Institute and Springtown Male and Female Institute 
furnished educational facilities there for some time. (Enroll- 
ment from the Indian Territory). The Springtown Sentinel 
(about 1881), Springtown Pilot, Springtown Local, and Spring- 
town Journal were successive newspapers there. 


Tin Top — Tin Top took its name for a gin established 
there; the galvanized iron could be seen for many miles. In 
1949 Balch, Horse Shoe Bend, Hightower Valley and Tin Top 
combined under the name Tin Top. A community center was 
built and churches re-established. 


Toto — in northern part of the county, about 14 miles from 
the county seat, was called the Ray School Community when 
a school was built there about 1887. A cotton gin and other 
business activities existed for a time. The name was later 
changed to Toto. , 


Veal’s Station — one of the oldest settlements in the coun- 
ty, was located about 12 miles north of the county seat. When 
the first settlers, including Captain William G. Veal, arrived, 
the place was known as Cream Level. In 1858 a two-story 
frame building was constructed to serve as school, church, and 
town hall, and Veal moved his store closer to the school. The 
community became known as Veal’s Station. The school was 
operated at first as Texas Masonic Institute; it later became 
Parson’s College. 


Weatherford — the County Seat. 


Weiland — a store and post office about five miles north 
of Weatherford on the Weatherford - Carter Road. 


Whitt — named for a local family, once was a thriving 
town on the stage line halfway between Weatherford and 
Jacksboro in the northwestern part of the county. A hotel 
called Half-Way House was built at the end of the 1860’s and 
operated by A. Tullah. John Buster and Sons were pioneer 
merchants. The site of two early schools, Whitt also had a 
newspaper, the Whitt Moon. 

Zion Hill — on Weatherford and Agnes road five miles 
north of Weatherford. 
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1V. RANCHING AND CATTLE TRAILS 


Stock raising and ranching became important as the years 
rolled by. Records for 1858 show that by that time there were 
1,016 horses valued at $57,300 and 10,616 cattle valued at $87,- 
200. By 1861 there were 60,910 cattle with a value of $180,796. 


Some horses were brought in from Mexico, a distance of 
600 miles. But this was not popular for certain reasons. One 
was, perhaps, because of the difficulty of bringing the horses 
such a distance. The prices, also, were falling. Another reason 
wus certainly the fact that horse-loving Comanches and 
Kiowas stole them. The farmers who had work animals pre- 
ferred to use oxen because they could keep them. | 


For awhile the cattle trade was the largest single business 
in Texas. Parker County as the edge of civilization had its 
share in the early cattle ranching, but it became more the 
home of cattle owners who had their ranches north and west. 
Their families needed the protection of the frontier town of 
Weatherford to be safe from the raids of Indians — especially 
after the War between the States took away so many men. | 


Some names important in the marketing of cattle were 
connected with Parker County. Oliver Loving was one of 
these. His story is one of the most interesting and romantic 
cf western Texas. He and his family came to a neighboring 
county in 1855, and within three years needed to find a market 
for his cattle. With John Durkee he set out with a herd of 
cattle for Illinois in the first northward drive ever made from 
Texas. This drive was so successful that he came home to plan 
another. When he returned from the second drive, Loving 
found that his family had taken refuge in Weatherford be- 
cause of the numerous Indian raids. He remained with his 
family for awhile, but soon after the War between the States 
began, he left to secure a beef contract with Confederate 
troops on the Mississippi. He had established a ranch on Rock 
Creek at the beginning of the war. 


At the close of the War he formed a trail-driving partner- 
ship with Colonel Charles Goodnight, then of Palo Pinto. 
These partners opened a cattle route in 1866 that has gone 
down in history as the Loving-Goodnight Trail, which led by 
way of the Pecos to Fort Sumner, New Mexico. They were 
paid $10,000 in gold and silver and brought it home on pack 
mules. On the third trip west, Loving received a fatal Indian 
bullet and was brought back to Weatherford for burial. 
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_ J. R. Couts was another Parker County rancher who made 
a famous cattle drive — and his was a longer and therefore 
more dangerous trek through Indian territory, across the 
Rocky Mountains to California. Paid in gold for the cattle 
which had survived such a trail, he made his hazardous way 
back to the County. 


Cattle ranching reached its heyday after the War. 
Thousands of cattle were to be seen on the range and on the 
trail. Many cattle were driven through the County on the way 
to northern or western markets. Littlefield Bend was one of 
the camping grounds of cattle drivers. Parker County cattle 
were often driven by their own trails to the Chisholm Trail, 
and later on the Western Trail. 


Records show that other animals, especially sheep and 
hogs, were raised by Parker farmers or ranchers. In 1861 the 
Comptroller of Texas reported 7,723 sheep here. In 1869 Carson 
and Lewis as dealers in hogs shipped 22,000 pounds to Shreve- 
port, Louisiana, on ox teams. 


V. INDIAN RAIDS AND ATROCITIES 


Of the earliest inhabitants of the County — the buffalo 
and Indians both had disappeared as permanent residents 
by the time the region began to be settled. Frontier News of 
1858 reported that four or five buffalo had been seen in Parker 
County in the few weeks before publication, and two buffalo 
had been killed. These were supposed to have been run this 
near civilization by the hunting Indians. Many residents of 
the County took part in the thrilling buffalo hunts, and 
thousands of buffalo hides came to, and through, Weatherford. 
During the height of the season, April through July, a 
hundred wagon loads of hides a day were driven through the 
county seat, as the Galveston News reported even in 1876. 
The Weatherford News agitated for a state law to prohibit the 
wholesale slaughter of buffalo for hides alone. 


The anger of the Indians was aroused over the same fact 
because they hunted buffalo and killed only what they needed. 
Indian depredations in this region began before the organiza- 
tion of the County, but they increased just before and during 
the War between the States. In 1854 the minor tribes and the 
Comanches were gathered on reservations in Young County. 
The Tri-Weekly Telegraph reported a threatened invasion of 
the frontier by the northern Comanches in its issue. of Augus 
16, 1858. | 
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‘The county seat seemed to be safe enough since the Indian 
atrocities were usually committed upon travellers or isolated 
homesteads. The town was continually uneasy, however, and 
had many a fright from reported raids. It became a true 
refuge, nevertheless, for the families. who had more need to 
be frightened, because of their lonely farms or ranches. 


In November, 1860, John Brown was surrounded by five 
Indians about half a mile from his home and was killed and 
scalped. The raiders then took eighteen of his horses and rode 
to Thompson’s farm two miles away, where they stole seven 
more horses. The next stop of this same group was near the 
Palo Pinto line at the residence of a family named Sherman. 
Here part of the band, numbering 50, pretended friendliness 
and allowed the family to leave, only to overtake Mrs. Sher- 
man and subject her to all manner of torture before they fled. 
Mrs. Sherman managed to crawl back to her house and lived 
four days. She requested burial near a church and was brought 
for burial all the way to Willow Springs, in the eastern part of 
the county. 


In 1860 some raiding Comanches killed Josephus Brown- 
ing and seriously wounded Frank Browning. Hearing of this, 
John R. Baylor, his brother, and two sons, and other indignant 
men went to the Browning ranch and organized an avenging 
party. They overtook the Indians on Paint Creek and in the 
engagement that followed, 13 Indians were killed. The aveng- 
ing party returned to Weatherford with the scalps of some of 
the Indians and other trophies. A celebration was held in 
Weatherford and the Indian scalps and weapons were display- 
ed. Colonel Baylor took these trophies to other towns in the 
state and around a great deal of indignation against the 
Indians and sympathy for the people of the frontier. 


After 1860 there were many raids because of the War 
between the States and the fact that most of the men under 
45 had left to fight for the Union or against it. In 1861 Mrs. 
Woods and her sisters, the Misses Lemley, were surprised by 
the Indians but only Mrs. Woods was killed. The names of 
some of the other victims were William and Stewart Hamilton, 
Mrs. F. C. Brown, Sarah and Essie Brown in 1863 (while Mr. 
Brown was serving in the Confederate Army), Hugh O. Black- 
well in 1864, Bohlen (Bolin) and James Savage in 1866, Mr. 
and Mrs. Edward Rippey, and also Mr. and Mrs. Light in 1869, 
William Tinnell and John Lopp, Linn Boyd Cranfill in 1871, 
Geo. W. McClesky in 1873. Numbers of such instances could 
be piven as tragie repetitions of pioneer trials.

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* A famous Indian raid which affected the county greatly 
but did not occur here was that led by Satanta. On May 18, 
1871, twelve teamsters in the employ of Captain Henry War- 
ren of Weatherford “broke camp” on Salt Creek on their way 
from Weatherford to Ft. Griffin with corn for the post. They 
were set upon by a band of about 150 Kiowas. Seven of the 
teamsters were murdered and their bodies mutilated. General 
Sherman, in the vicinity on a tour of inspection, sent out a 
troop to pursue the Indians, and he met with a delegation from 
Parker and Jack Counties the following day. On May 27, when 
the general had reached Ft. Sill, Satanta and others came to 
draw their rations and bragged to the Indian agent that he 
had led the raid. Later, he implicated Satank and Big Tree as 
other chiefs with him. The General ordered them back to 
Texas for trial before a civil court. Satanta and Big Tree were, 
therefore, tried in Jacksboro with Judge Charles Soward of 
Weatherford presiding. The prosecuting attorney was S. W. T. 
Lanham of Weatherford. (He later became Congressman from 
our district and still later governor of the state.) Thomas Ball 
and J. A. Woolfork, also of Weatherford, defended the Indians. 
Sentenced to execution, the Indians were saved when Gov. 
E. J. Davis commuted the sentence to life imprisonment be- 
cause of the fear of Indian reprisals toward Parker County and 
North Texas. Both prisoners were paroled not long after, but 
satanta was returned to prison for breaking his parole and 
committed suicide there. 


One other name is connected slightly with the county’s 
history. Cynthia Ann Parker, the “lost” niece of Isaac Parker, 
was stolen from her home in Limestone County during the 
time of the Texas Revolution against Mexico (1836). She grew 
up among the Comanches, retaining only the memory of her 
own name. She married an Indian brave, Peta Nocona, who led 
vaiding expeditions in this region. Governor Sam Houston 
sent a band of men under Sul Ross to protect the frontier and 
these engaged with the Indians in the vicinity of the Peace 
River. One “Indian” woman overtaken in flight from the 
scene was discovered to have blue eyes, and the fact also came 
to light that she called herself Cynthia Ann. Her uncle Isaac 
for whom the County is named went to Camp Cooper, stopped 
in Weatherford to get a letter of introduction, and upon see- 
ing l.erv, became convinced that she was truly the lost Parker 
relative. She was taken back to his home (he had not yet 
moved to Parker County) and later to the home of a brother, 
but she did not do well in civilization and died in 1864.

One of the 1869 raiding expeditions occurred on the day 
before, and the day of, the dedication of the Masonic Institute. 


On July 2, 1877, there became effective a proclamation of 
Governor Hubbard that “Parker County is no longer a frontier 
county and is not now liable to incursions of hostile Indians.” 
The governor also revoked the exemption Parker County 
citizens had had from the act to regulate the bearing and use 
of ‘deadly weapons.” 


VI. WAR BETWEEN THE STATES ... AND AFTER 


Additional excitement to that caused by the rumors and 
reports of actual Indian raids in the year 1860 was aroused in 
the presidential campaign. When the Democratic party divid- 
ed after “popular sovereignty” was indorsed by the Charleston 
Convention, the Democrats of the county were drawn in two 
directions ... toward the regulars who were voting for Steph- 
en A. Douglas and the bolters who were for John C. Breckin- 
ridge. In addition to the Democrats, there were those who 
favored the “black Republican,” Abe Lincoln, and John Bell of. 
the Constitutional Union Party was also mentioned. A visitor 
to the county seat on October 18 of that year stated that a 
great deal of attention was being given the election and that 
there was to be a lively debate that evening concerning the 
respective merits of Douglas and Breckinridge. , 


Fear of a servile uprising was also being spread through- 
out the region, Prominent citizens were suspected of being in 
collusion with the plotters. After the election. of Lincoln, 
resignations from Pres. Buchanan’s cabinet, the actual ordin- 
ance of secession adopted by South Carolina on December 20, 
a condition of affairs arose which was undreamed of before 
that time. A minister in Fort Worth was found tampering with 
the slaves, and he and another were hanged. This caused a 
minister of Canadian birth in our county to be visited and 
cearched, but he was exonerated and some of the false rumors 
subsided. 
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Since Gov. Houston refused to call a special session of the 
legislature, a state convention was demanded and delegates 
were chosen. to meet in Austin on January 28, 1861. On 
February 1 the convention adopted an ordinance of secession, 
and the people of Texas ratified the act by a two-thirds vote. 
Gov. Houston refused to swear allegiance to the Confederacy 
and was deposed. The county was represented in the Conven- 
tion by A. T. Obenchain. Parker County with a voting popula- 
tion of less than eleven hundred, sent nine companies of about 
80 men each to the front. The company which was made up 
the most exclusively of Parker County men was that organiz- 
ed on March 2, 1862, with R. E. Sanders as captain, and B. L. 
Richey, Dr. J. B. Conger, and R. P. Baker as first, second and 
third lieutenants, respectively. This company of one hundred 
and thirty men of whom all except twelve were of Parker. The 
eldest member of the company was Calvin Lynch of Spring- 
town, 44 years old, and the youngest was R. A. Kidwell, who 
was less than fifteen at the time of his enlistment. These men 
were mustered into the service of the Confederate States of 
America for the duration of the war and were a3zigned to duty 
as Company E in the Nineteenth Texas Cavalry,... Judge Nat 
M. Burford of Dallas, Colonel. Company F of that regiment 
was also captained by Parker men, ... Pat Sanders and R. F. 
Ball. This 19th Regiment with other groups formed was known 
as Parson’s Texas Cavalry Brigade and was never assigned to 
any division of the Confederate Army, but acted independent- 
ly with the exception of the time that it was operating under 
General Marmaduke in Missouri and in pursuit of Bank’s 
army on Red River. It fought continually for three years. The 
brigade was called together for the last time on May 23, 1865, 
near Navasota, Texas, by General Parson, and dismissed to re- 
turn to their homes as good citizens of the United States. 


Problems at home during the war were many: the loss of 
-younger men, the refugee families: from other counties, and 
constant danger from the Indians. The first police force of 
Weatherford was appointed to patrol the town during the 
night. A resident of the county was elected to the Congress 
of the Confederate States. By 1864 another problem was the 
increasing reluctance of merchants and others to accept the 
Confederate money. A paper collar, for example, sold for 
$42.00 unless payment was in gold. These problems were ex- 
chanved for different ones with the close of the war. 
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Men have been called out for four more wars from Parker 
County — the Spanish - American, World War I, World War 
II, and the struggle in Korea. Men and women from this area 
served well and some with more than ordinary distinction. 
The highest honors have been given our boys both posthum- 
ously and while still living. During these many years two men 
have reached the rank of general, General Hood Simpson and 
General Lecil Lee. 


VII. SCHOOLS THROUGH THE YEARS 


Education was second only to religion in the life of our 
pioneers. Not many schools were attempted for several years 
because of the scattered families. Those which existed were 
three or four months subscription schools with pupils paying 
about $3.00 a month. There are records of schools in Weather- 
ford in 1858, 1860, and 1861, with such teachers as Professor 
Keeler, a Miss Bounds and Miss Mary Ann Dyer (who became 
the wife of Colonel Charles Goodnight). Exercises to demon- 
strate the knowledge of these subscription school pupils took 
all day and part of the night! 


It was not until after the Constitution of 1876 provided for 
tax supported free schools that Weatherford established, in 
1881, the seventh free high school in Texas. By 1885, there 
were a number of school districts in the county and three 
thousand five hundred eighty white pupils and_ sixty-six 
colored receiving free tuition. Also in that year, Weatherford 
had its first graduates from public free schools ... five of 
them! 


The earliest schools were log cabins-with no heat, no 
desks, no blackboards, and no pens nor paper. The seats were 
split log benches with no backs. The floors were often of dirt, 
and the only writing materials were slate pencils, which, were 
broken up and doled out, a piece at a time. The teacher usually 
had the only books so the learning and recitation caused what 
is sometimes known as a ‘““‘blab” school, where the pupils 
studied aloud. | 
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‘The desire for higher learning on the part of Parker 
citizens is shown by its many academies and schools of college 
rank. The first of these was at Veal’s Station — Texas Masonic 
Institute. On January 2, 1860, an act approved by the governor 
established the Texas Masonic Institute at Veal’s Station. 
William G. Veal, associates, and successors, first ran the 
school, then the Methodist Church; later, by B. W. Akard; 
afterward, it was a Presbyterian school known as Parsons 
‘College. 


The Phoenix Lodge No. 275 commenced a brick two-story 
building for which the cornerstone was laid on July 5, 1869 in 
Weatherford. This was to be used as a Masonic Hall and a 
school that was to be public but not free. 


Because of some difficulties the Masonic Institute build- 
ing was not immediately completed, and the Weatherford 
High School Association was organized early in 1875 to ac- 
complish this end. Its students necessarily paid tuition, and, 
for that reason, after free schools were made possible, the 
high school was separated from the Institute in 1881. Three 
years later the latter school became known as Cleveland Col- 
lege for the U. S. President. 


When Professor D. S. Switzer came to assume charge in 
1889, it was called Weatherford College, and entered an era of 
greater popularity and prosperity. For a time early in the 
twentieth century it operated as an academy, but in June, 
1921, it was restored to college rank and assumed the status 
of a denominational junior college, and is now our own Coun- 
ty - supported Weatherford College. 


There were a number of other schools through this period 
of time. Two of outstanding merit were located in Spring- 
town and were known as the Springtown Male and Female 
Institute and the College Hill Institute. Two early schools 
were established in Whitt; one of these was called the Parker 
County Institute and the other Whitt Seminary. Another 
school of advanced learning was founded in the community . 
of Peaster and was known as the Peaster Institute. 


The second such institution in Weatherford was begun in 
1889 and was attended by many of our young ladies and those 
from afar. It was the Texas Female Seminary — afterward 
called Fairmont. It was located south of Weatherford on what 
wecame known as Seminary Hill. 
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Another wonderful institution which still exists in Parker 
County is the Texas Pythian Home. The first idea for the 
Home -was-put forward on April 20, 1886, and the following 
year $2,000 was set aside for an Independent School and Home 
for Children and Widows. The fund grew until, in 1905, at the 
Convention of that year, Weatherford was chosen as the site. 
The city had offered $12,500 and 200 acres of land ... of this, 
100 acres had been donated by the Past Suu ehlon O. H. Gor-. 
man, of the local Lodge. 


The cornerstone of the main building was laid on April 
22, 1907, and people converged on the spot from all directions. 
Special trains arrived, a special holiday was proclaimed by 
Mayor Henry Miller, and the town citizens assisted in the big 
barbecue given the visitors from all over the state and the 
nation. | 


The official opening date was March 1, 1999, and the 
Winkler children of Amarillo were the first to be welcomed 
into the Home. Other families of children followed... one 
including the mother. A building for the boys was added in 
1914, and the girls’ building in 1925, and a completely furn- 
ished eight-bed hospital in 1930. The acreage was increased 
only two years ago. From the modest beginning of $2,000, the 
property has grown to be valued at nearly one million dollars. 


‘The Home has had some excellent superintendents, like 
the present one, and these have helped to give to approxim- 
ately a thousand children the best kind of life and training .. 
their material needs, moral and mental discipline, and relig- 
ious feeling. Above all, the children have been given the love 
and understanding which is usually found only in the indi- 
vidual home. 


VIII. PROGRESS 


Early in Parker’s history there were two roads through 
the region — one between a military post at Fort Worth (and 
points east and south) and Fort Belknap to the northwest; the 
other between Ft. Graham and Ft. Belknap. The first road, 
passing a few miles north of the present location of Weather- 
ford, was principally travelled by wagon teams with supplies 
for Belknap. After the county seat was settled, the road was 
changed to pass through that outpost of civilization. Soon 
several roads were to’ be found in the county traversed by ° 
many. ox: wagons carrying freight, and a little later by stage 
coaches carrying passengers and then the mail. In 1857 a 
contract was let by the Post Office Department to convey the 
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mail over a route covering 145 miles once a week and back. 
This route: included Newburg, Copper Hill, and Weatherford 
in Parker County. At this time D. O. Norton was postmaster 
in Weatherford. In line with the extension of the mail lines, 
early in 1866 bidders were asked for the following routes: 
Waco to Weatherford via Ft. Graham; Meridian to Decatur 
via Weatherford; Weatherford to Palo Pinto; Birdville to Ft. 
Belknap via Weatherford and Russell’s Store; Denton to Wea- 
therford; and a few others in the vicinity. © | 


The stage coaches charged according to live weight. They 
also had another interesting custom — that of blowing a horn 
when not far from a stage stand. The stage coach from Cle- 
burne to Weatherford blew a horn just before descending the 
hill south of town, dramatically announcing its dashing 
arrival. 


From the earliest years of the county’s history, the 
people were interested in securing the extension of the rail- 
road to Weatherford. A meeting was held on June 4, 1856, at 
the house of J. J. Beeman on the old Ft. Belknap post road, 
in which resolutions were passed endorsing the plan of state 
aid in this section. John Matlock, J. J. Beeman, D. O. Norton, 
and John R. Cole were selected to attend a railroad meeting 
to be held in Dallas that same month. 


Nothing was accomplished for many years, not even in 
1872, when on Christmas day a group of surveyors arrived in 
Weatherford, but there was real hope then. The next eight 
years saw Indian raids, depression, epidemics of yellow fever, 
and hardships in general. The citizens here organized the 
Parker County Construction Company in 1876, but because 
of the panic of 1873 and the depression that followed, the 
people had to wait for the outside financiers to realize their 
vision. 


Before the actual railroad was finished, the outside world 
was brought much closer by the telegraph which went into 
operation on March 25, 1880. 


The first train arrived on an exiciting day, May 27, 1880, 
and the years that came after were glorious, for Weatherford, 
like a true western town, shook itself and bounced into the 
ring. The coming of three railroads, the Texas and Pacific in 
1880, the Gulf, Colorado and Santa Fe in 1887, and the 
Weatherford, Mineral Wells, and Northwestern in 1892, chang- 
ed the tempo of the village. 
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In a few short years business flourished . . . modern im- 
provements were added such as electric lights, telephones, the 
best and cleanest water works system in the state, an ice plant, 
a city park, and street car lines. The mule drawn cars were the 
local street cars which helped the citizenry in the day before 
the gasoline cabs were possible. They lasted only about two | 
years. Able ministers, good lawyers, capable physicians, and 
wide-awake teachers came to continue the work of the 
pioneers. The frontier town was gone! 


But through the years the county has contributed an 
unusually large number of people of distinction: in the 
agrarian world those, for example, who grew the largest 
watermelons; in the political field, four members of the U. S. 
Congress, a Court of Civil Appeals Justice, in addition to a 
governor; several eminent in the category of literature; those 
well-known on the stage; one internationally renowned in art; 
and countless others of whom we can think with pride as 
natives or citizens of Parker County!
